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PREFACE 


This  catalogue  describes  a great  number  of  very  desirable 
and  fine  American  Colonial,  State  and  United  States  coins 
and  I believe  collectors  carefully  perusing  the  following 
pages  will  be  able  to  discover  specimens  that  they  desire  to 
add  to  their  collections. 

The  greatest  rarities  in  the  present  sale  are:  17114  cent, 
new  obverse  die  unknown  to  Hays.  1794  cent,  Hays  No.  S 
1838  silver  dollar.  (1861)  J.  J.  Conway  & Co.  $5.  The 
only  example  that  has  ever  been  offered  for  public  compe- 
tition and  of  which  but  one  other  specimen  is  known,  that 
in  the  United  States  Mint  collection  at  Philadelphia,  mak- 
ing this  one  of  the  greatest  specimens  of  Pioneer  gold  that 
has  ever  been  offered. 

1859  half  dime  with  half  dime  in  wreath  and  no  other 
inscription,  one  of  the  rarest  United  States  coins,  of  which 
it  is  said  but  four  were  struck. 

1856  Eagle  cent,  R.  Broad  shield  and  Oak  wreath,  is  of 
great  rarity.  Probably  less  than  ten  examples  known. 

1826  quarter  eagle  is  extremely  rare  and  the  1842  quar- 
ter eagle,  Philadelphia  Mint,  is,  I believe,  the  only  example 
that  has  ever  been  offered  for  public  competition.  I have 
been  unable  to  discover  where  another  specimen  has  been 
sold  or  the  whereabouts  of  a duplicate  outside  of  the  ex- 
ample exhibited  in  the  U.  S.  Mint.  It  is  one  of  the  rarest 
U.  S.  coins  and  should  be  appreciated. 

In  describing  the  cents,  I have  endeavored  to  note  a.uy 
defects  or  damages  and  to  describe  the  colors  so  that  they 
will  give  the  intending  purchaser  an  idea  as  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  specimen.  I would  recommend  to  those  con- 
templating bidding  to  buy  one  of  the  plate  catalogues  so 
that  they  might  see  the  condition  a large  number  of  the 
important  pieces  are  in.  1 believe  the  descriptions  will 
give  satisfaction  to  the  collector. 
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I guarantee  the  coins  and  medals  to  be  genuine.  This 
guarantee  holds  good  indefinitely, 

I have  issued  an  edition  of  the  catalogue  illustrated  with 
five  plates  showing  the  rarest  pieces  in  the  collection,  price 
$1  postage  paid.  Catalogues  will  be  priced  after  the  sale 
for  75c,  or  with  plates  and  prices  $1.50. 

Each  coin  is  sold  separately  at  so  much  per  piece,  no  lot 
i$  divided.  Collectors  are  earnestly  requested  to  so  make 
their  bids.  Persons  making  errors  by  bidding  on  lots  will 
have  to  stand  the  consequences.  Please  examine  the  bids 
you  are  sending  and  see  that  they  are  correct  both  as  to  lot 
number  and  price  and  sign  your  name  to  the  bid  sheet  and 
also  your  address.  Collectors  unknown  to  me  who  have 
not  established  themselves  will  kindly  send  bank  reference. 

Coins  on  exhibition  from  9 A.  M.  to  12.30  P.  M.  No  coins 
exhibited  during  the  sale,  except  a special  lot  occasionally 
on  request. 

Bids  will  be  faithfully  and  carefully  executed  by  me  for 
the  regular  and  usual  10%  of  the  amount  purchased,  no 
charge  being  made  unless  goods  are  bought. 

The  catalogue  is  issued  considerably  in  advance  of  the 
sale  so  as  to  give  collectors  at  a distance  ample  opportunity 
to  get  their  bids  in  and  I trust  intending  purchasers  will 
make  their  bids  in  time.

In  center  endless  chain  of  fif- 
teen links  enclosing  one  cent  y-jyy  Edge,  Two  sec- 
tions of  clover  leaves  on  trailing  stem;  two  sec- 
tions of  vertical  bars.  Very  fine.  Very  light  hardly 
noticeable  scratch  on  cheek,  also  short  nick.  R 
Three  light  drift  marks  in  the  planchet  appear  as 
if  very  light  and  short  pin  scratches.  Light  brown 
color.  Smooth  surface.  One  of  the  finest  cents  of 
this  excessively  rare  variety  that  has  been  offered 
for  years.

2 1793  America.  Head  of  Liberty  with  massive,  long, 

flowing  hair  facing  right;  above  liberty,  below 
1793.  R.  united  states  of  America.  In  center 
an  endless  chain  of  fifteen  links  enclosing  one 
cent  y^.  Edge,  same  as  last.  Very  fine.  Very 
slight  dent  on  obverse  edge.  Brown-steel  color. 
Very  rare.  Crosby  3-C.  See  plate. 

3 1793  Wreath.  Head  of  Liberty  with  hair  in  heavy 

locks,  facing  right;  liberty  above;  and  beneath 
sprig  with  three  leaves  and  below  it  1793,  border 
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of  dots.  R.  united  states  of  America  ; in  center 
wreath  composed  of  two  olive  branches  tied  with  a 
bow  of  ribbon,  enclosing  one  cent  and  outside  and 
under  bow  is  y-^-.  Edge  as  above.  Very  fine. 
Strong,  even  impression.  Beautiful  light  olive 
color.  Very  rare.  Crosby  9-G.  See  plate. 

4 1793  Wreath.  Same  obverse  as  last.  R.  Differs  in 

shape  of  bow.  Very  good.  Black.  Crosby  9-H. 

5 1793  Wreath.  Type  as  last  but  sprig  upright.  Sur- 

face eroded  all  over;  but  lightly;  otherwise  fine. 
Light  olive.  Rare.  Crosby  10-1.  See  plate. 

6 1793  Lettered  edge.  Same  type.  Leaves  point  to 

right.  Edge,  one  hundred  for  a dollar.  Very 
tine.  Beautiful  light  olive.  Perfectly  even  bead- 
ing on  obverse  and  seven-eighths  of  reverse,  a very 
unusual  feature  as  generally  this  variety  is  struck 
off  center  as  any  advanced  collector  will  testify.

face behind  head  rough  as  if  copper  in  planchet 
had  not  been  smooth;  a drift  mark,  like  a pin 
scratch  across  obverse.

See  plate. 

8 1793  Same  obverse  and  reverse  dies  as  last  but  with 

vine  and  bars  on  edge.  Fine.  Edge  on  both  sides 
badly  dented  and  nicked.  Brown  color.  Crosby 

11-J. 

9 1793  Same  variety  as  last.  Very  good.  Obverse 

evenly  centered.  Rare.  Crosby  11-J. 

10  1793  Liberty  cap.  Bust  of  Liberty  with  hair  tied  by 
a fillet  facing  right,  over  left  shoulder  a pole  and 
behind  head  on  end  of  pole  is  a liberty  cap ; above 
liberty  beneath  1793.  Border  of  beads.  R. 
united  states  of  America,  slender  wreath  of  two 
olive  branches  tied  by  a ribbon,  enclosing  one  cent 
below  wreath  and  between  ends  of  ribbon 
Edge,  one  hundred  for  a dollar.  Very  good.

in  1876  and  brought  it  to  public  notice;  the  pecu- 
liarity is  in  its  having  stars  around  the  border  of 
the  reverse.  Good,  one  of  the  best  of  about 
ten  known  and  they  are  generally  very  poor.  Ex- 
cessively rare.

sion on  surface.  Rare. 

Two  light  dents  un- 

der chin.  Light  olive.  Rare. 

22  1794  Hays  No.  14.  Extremely  fine,  only  the  slightest 

touch  of  abrasion.  Beautiful  light  olive  color.

in  die  at  s and  e in  states.  Good. 

Two  short  light  nicks 

in  field.  Beautiful  light  olive.  Sharp  impression.

Very  fine  but  hair  retouched  with 

a graver.  Brown  color.  Rare.

Very  slight  erosion 

on  surface.  Sharp,  even  impression.  Steel  color.

Sharp,  even  impres- 

sion, except  on  rty.  Brown  color.  Very  slight 
pin  scratch  near  edge.

wear  on  tips  of  hair.  Beautiful  light  olive  color.

Light  olive 
color.

wreath.  Extremely  fine.  Only  the  very  tips  of  the 
hair  show  the  slightest  wear.  Even  milling  around 
obverse.  Light  olive.  Very  rare.  See  plate. 

49  1795  Double  impression,  double  profile.  Same  dies 

as  last.  Uncirculated.  Traces  of  original  red 
around  head.  Light  olive.  See  plate. 

50  1795  Same  dies  as  last  two.  Struck  off"  to  left  side. 

Very  fine.  Steel  color. 

51  1795  “Jefferson  head,”  so  called.  Fair  obverse,  but 

reverse  poor,  some  letters  not  showing.  Plain 
edge.  Excessively  rare.

Extremely  fine.  Brilliant  surface.  Remarkably 
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bold  impression  on  the  head  and  in  consequence 
the  word  cent  on  reverse  is  not  up  sharp.

Very 
rare.  See  plate. 

53  1796  Liberty  Cap.  Date  low,  especially  the  6.  9 ber- 

ries on  laurel.  Very  fine.  Fairly  even  milling 
both  obverse  and  reverse.  Light  olive.  Rare.  See 
plate. 

54  1796  liherty  Bust  draped.  Very  fine  but  the  field 

on  obverse  has  been  burnished  and  the  coin  arti- 
ficially colored  a light  olive  steel  color.  Very  rare.

color.  Surface  very  lightly  eroded,  barely  dis- 
cernible. See  plate. 

61  1798  Small  close  date.  Very  fine.  Pale  light  olive- 

steel  color.  Slight  dent  on  edge. 

62  1798  Large  date.  Die  broken  at  erty  and  point  of 
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the  bust.  Milling  obverse  and  reverse  edge.  Sur- 
face slightly  oxidized.  Black.  Very  fine.  Rare. 

63  1798  Large  date.  The  date  weak  and  near  edge.  R. 

Die  cracked  from  0 in  to  e in  united.  Defect 
in  the  planchet  below  bust,  looks  like  a nick.  Very 
fine.  Light  olive. 

64  1799  Over  1798.  Good.  Steel  color.  Very  rare. 

65  1799  Perfect  date.  Good.  The  bottoms  of  the  99  not 

up,  but  liberty  strong  as  is  the  reverse — the  so- 
called  mint  mark  very  distinct.  Brown-steel  color. 
Very  rare.  See  plate. 

66  1800  Erroneous  date  79  under  80  die  sinker  evidently 

forgot  the  change  in  the  Century.  Very  fine. 
Bold,  even  impression,  which  is  not  usually  the 
case  with  this  date.  Light  steel-brown  color. 
Rare.  See  plate. 

67  1800  Die  cracked  in  first  0 so  that  a center  dot  is  in 

the  cipher  and  a slight  break  to  right  really  makes 
the  o look  like  a Q.  Slight  break  in  die  also  io 
from  edge  between  i b.  Slight  abrasion  but  ex- 
tremely fine.  Sharp,  even  impression.  Light  olive 
and  steel  color.  See  plate. 

68  1801  Die  broken  at  rt.  Very  fine.  Bold  im- 

pression. Very  slight  bruise  on  edge  below  date. 
Steel  color.  Very  rare  so  fine.  See  plate. 

69  1801  Very  fine.  Light  nicks  on  obverse.  Brown 

color. 

70  1802  Extremely  fine.  Very  slight  dent  on  edge.  Die 

broken  on  edge  below  date.  10  berries  on  wreath. 
Steel  color. 

71  1802  Very  fine.  Same  as  last.  Steel  color. 

72  1802  Long  dividing  bar  in  fraction.  9 berries.  Die 

broken  on  edge  over  st  and  cracked.  Slight  rough- 
ness in  field  before  bust.  Extremely  fine.  Brown 
color.

Rare  in  such  beautiful  pre- 
servation. See  plate.

84  1805  Pointed  1.  Die  cracked  on  hair  near  bow.  A 

few  minute  pin  point  specks  of  corrosion  under 
the  chin.  Brown-steel  color.  Very  rare.  See 
plate. 

85  1806  Extremely  fine.  Sharp,  even  impression.  Light 

olive  color.  Very  rare  and  one  of  the  best  speci- 
mens known.  See  plate. 

86  1807  Large  y|y.  Extremely  fine.  Brown  color.  Very 

slight  corrosion  on  edge.  See  plate. 

87  1807  Large  Very  fine.  Field  burnished  to  re- 

move slight  corrosion.  Brown  color. 

88  1807  Small  T|y.  Comet  variety,  owing  to  a curious 

break  in  die  behind  the  head.  Fine.  Brown  color. 
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89  1808  Uncirculated.  Stars  before  bust  very  weak, 

those  behind  head  centered.  Milling  around  edge 
but  not  even.  E.  united  states  weak.  Steel 
color.  See  plate. 

90  1808  Extremely  fine.  Sharp  impression  but  milling 

only  half  around  edge  of  obv.  R.  Even.  Pin 
point  nick  on  cheek.  Black.  See  plate. 

91  1808  Very  fine.  Two  bad  pin  head  spots  of  corrosion 

in  field  on  obv.  Light  olive. 

92  1809  Over  1808.  Extremely  fine.  Date  and  hair 

sharp  and  bold,  stars  well  struck  but  not  sharp 
before  bust;  border  not  struck  up.  Reverse,  pin 
point  drill  holes  in  center.  Beautiful  light  olive 
color.  Very  rare.  See  plate. 

93  1809  Over  8.  Very  fine.  Even  but  not  sharp  impres- 

sion. Light  olive.  Rare. 

94  1809  Over  8.  Extremely  fine.  Sharp,  bold,  even  im- 

pression, the  three  stars  at  top  of  those  before  face 
not  centered,  all  the  others  are  and  the  date  sharp. 
Artificially  bronzed.  The  strongest  impression  i 
have  ever  seen  of  this  date.  Very  rare.  See  plate. 

95  1809  Over  8.  Very  fine.  Entire  surface  lightly  eroded. 

Even,  sharp  impression,  the  date  bold.  Dark 
steel  color.  Rare. 

96  1810  Over  1809.  Fine.  Bold  impression.  Steel 

color. 

97  1810  Perfect  date.  Uncirculated.  Sharp,  bold  im 

pression.  The  milling  nearly  complete  on  obverse 
and  fairly  even.  R.  The  milling  completely 
around  edge.  Bronzed,  now  a beautiful  red  brown 
color.  Very  rare.  See  plate.  From  Parmelee  and 
Mills  Collections. 

98  1811  Over  1810.  Very  fine.  Bold  impression.  Mill- 

ing uneven  on  obv.  Steel  color.  Rare.  See  plate. 

99  1811  Perfect  date.  Very  fine.  Bold,  but  uneven  im- 

pression, the  border  not  even  or  up.  Light  olive. 
Rare.  See  plate.

100  1812  Small  date.  Field  burnished.  R.  Two  bad 

dents  in  center.  Fine. 

101  1813  Very  good.  Unusually  strong,  even  impression. 

Steel  color. 

102  1814  Crossed  4.  Extremely  fine,  practically  uncir- 

culated as  only  the  tips  of  hair  over  eye  and 
wreath  show  the  slightest  cabinet  friction.  Sharp, 
even  impression.  Beautiful  light  olive  color. 
Rare.  See  plate. 

103  1814  Plain  4.  Uncirculated.  Beautiful  specimen, 

marred  by  a pin  scratch  from  edge  to  forehead  and 
small  nicks  on  cheek  not  very  noticeable,  however. 
Light  olive.  See  plate. 

104  1814  Plain  4.  Very  fine.  Nick  on  edge.  Steel  color. 

105  1816  Perfect  die.  s behind  tip  of  olive  leaf.  Uncir- 

culated.
